W ashington, April 
I. — T he Sims 
bill to repeal the 
tolls 
exem ption 
clause of Hie P an am a canal act was 
passed by the house, 248 to 162. 
Victory for the ad m inistration was 
early assured when the house, by a 
vote of 232 to 176, disapproved the mo 
lion to recom m it the bill to the in te r­ 
state and foreign com m erce co m m it­ 
tee. 
On a m otion for the en g ro ssm en t 
and third reading of the repeal m e as­ 
ure the ad m in istratio n force 
won by 
2 47 ayes to 160 nays. T his w as the fir A 
test vote. 
It rem ained for R ep resen tativ e De­ 
ters, of .Massachusetts, to spring th e 
eleventh hour sensation in the debate. 
He read a le tte r from Richard Olney, 
se creta ry of state u n d er Grover Cleve­ 
land, urging all D em ocrats to support 
the president. Mr. O lney’s opinion that 
an exem ption did not violate the H ay 
P auncefote treaty had been used in 
m any of th e arg u m en ts ag ain st re ­ 
peal and was referred to by S peaker 
Clark. 
It was a day of stren u o u s debate. In 
which S peaker C ham p Clark and Mi 
nority L eader Maim played prom inent 
parts 
O vershadow ing all else w as the ex­ 
pectancy with which the crowd on the 
floor and in th e galleries aw aited the 
speech of C ham p C lark in opposition 
to th e repeal bill.

date for president in 1916, disclaim ing 
any personal issue with P re sid en t W il­ 
son, and assertin g th a t ehere w*ould lie 
no breach In the D em ocratic party 
Clark made one of th e closing sp e ec h ­ 
es In the debate. 
To those who had looked to tho 
to iittauk the president, the 
speech wa-- m ild aim disappointing, 
fib* n evertheless n was one Clat was 
fraught with many possibility a 
to 
political action in the future.

lauded 
Clark In highest term s and one, R ep­ 
resentative H um phrey, or W ashington, 
a Republican, had called 
forth ap 
plause from the floor and th e crow ded 
galleries by his declaration th a t “but 
for an injustice, th e great and patriotic 
sp eak er of this house would today be 
occupying th e W hite House.” 
But the speaker, recipient of an ova­ 
tion as he entered 
the house, and 
again when he arose to apeak, dis* 
avowed any bitterness o v er hU defeat 
in the Baltim ore convention, de* lare l 
that he had aided in insuring WH on's 
election, and a.-sailed those who had 
sought to show that lip w anted to dis­ 
rupt the party, and asserted he had 
loyally supported the ad m inistration 
“until we are called upon to bolt the 
platform .” 
“Tills," he said, “ I abso­ 
lutely refuse to do.” 
Many sp eak ers had gone before In 
one of the most “oratorical" days eon 
gross has had In m onths, and with the 
speech of the speaker the house was 
nearly ready to tak e the deciding vote, 
first on a motion to recom m it the re 
peal hill, and, if this was defeated, on 
the passage of the hill itself.
